Fr ancient evidences and writings relating to this no- 
dle family having been loft, by the devaſtation made of 
the effects of the royaliſts, during the unnatural and horrid 
rebellion againſt King Charles I. and King Charles II. and 
by the fatal conduct of John, 2d Lord Stawel, the chief in- 
formation now is from a pedigree drawn by that eminent an- 
tiquary Sir William Pool, of Devonſhire, who died in the 
reign of King James I. and as he was a gentleman of great 
learning and accuracy, his Collections concerning the Weſtern 
Counties have always been allowed te be of good authority. . 
The 8 mentioned in the faid pedigree is ADAM be -

had a very great intereſt in that ſhire, for which he was returned 


one of the Knights to the fatal parliament, which met at Weſt- 
minſter on November 3, 1640. | T - 


Sir John was one of thoſe loyaliſts who ſtedfaſtly adhered to 
the. cauſe of King Charles I. and ſuffered very much on that 
account. At the firſt eruption of that unnatural rebellion; 
againſt that excellent Prince, he engaged with William Sey 
mour, Marquis of Hertford, afterwards 2d Duke of Somerſet, 
in raiſing forces for his Majeſty in the Weſt; being (as the 
Earl of larendon “ writes) one of thoſe who were like to give as 


| good.examples in their perſons, and to be followed, by as many men, 


as any. fuch number of gentlemen.in England could be. In his firſt 
action with the rebels, he, with his two ſons , and ſome vo- 
lunteers, in the whole not above fourſcore horſe and fourteen 
dragoons, charged a greater body of: horſe, and above 600 
infantry, led. by a member of the Haſe of Commons; and, 
without the loſs of a man, killed ſeven of them on the ſpot, 
wounded very many, took their chief officers, and a great

He raiſed and maintained, at his own * 
charge, three regiments of horſe, one of dragoons, and another 
of foot, for the ſervice of his injured Sovereign: and on the 
reduction of Taunton, in the county of Somerſet, A. D. 164 N.

from the beginning of the parliament, ſhewed very great affection to 
| the perſon of the King, and to the government that was ſettled bath 
in church and ſtate ;” and, from the beginning of the war, had en- 
gaged both his own perſon and two. ſons in the: moſt active part of 
ö it, with fingular courage; and had rendered himſelf as adious to 
the parliament, as any man of that condition had done. n 
Sir John was engaged with other loyaliſts in the defence of 
the city of Exeter, which ſuſtained a blockade and ſiege from 
October 28, 1645, to April 9, 1646, when it ſurrendered to 
| Sir Thomas Fairfax upon articles ſigned by him and the gar- 
5 riſon, and confirmed by both Houſes of Parliament. After 
? that he:came'to: London, for reaping the benefit of the capi- 
0 tulation, two of the articles of it importing, that no oath; 
| covenant, &c. ſhould: be impoſed on any perſon included in 
that capitulation, but only ſuch as ſhould bind them from 
bearing arms for the King againſt the parliament; and that 
all perſons: compriſed in, and ſubſcribing the articles of capi- 
tulation, ſhould be admitted to a moderate compoſition, not 
to exceed two years value of any man's real eſtate. Sir John 
brought with him a copy of his ſubſcription, and a certificate 
from Sir Thomas Fairfax, and preſented them to the commiſe 
ſioners at Goldſmiths-hall, in order to ſettle his compoſition: 
but as the uſurping powers not only thirſted after his ample 
fortune, as well as his life, the commiſſioners told him, that 
he could not be admitted to compound, unleſs he would take 
the covenant and negative: bath. He modeſtly replied to theſe 
demagogues, that there was no article for his ſo doing, but 
rather e contra. However, he was not only debarred of the 
benefit of compoſition, but ſent priſoner to E1y-houſe in Hol- 
bourn, and deprived of his eſtate, which continued under ſe- 
queſtration from 1645 to 1652, when part of it was ſold, but 
was, after the reſtoration, returned to the family. On Auguſt 
18, 16465 he was brought to the bar of the Houſe of Commons, 
and by their order committed to Newgate for high treaſon in 
levying war againſt the, parliament, although he had been in-

demnified by the articles of Exeter, He was detained in that 
priſon near four years, during which he was ſeveral times in- 
dicted of treaſon, and twice arraigned for his life at the King's- 
Bench. From Newgate, he was removed to the Tower, and 


' kept in cloſe reſtraint. From thence he was divers times con- 


veyed to that infamous tribunal called the High Court of Fuſtice; 
but his judges, after many days trial, would neither condemn 
nor acquit him, and only reported their proceedings to the par- 
| lament. During his confinement he was not allowed one penny 
of his eſtate for ſubliſtence, fo that bis loſs amounted to up- 
wards of 30, 000 J. five times as much as if he had fairly com- 
nded. After the act for ſelling his whole eſtate, and an- 
other being paſſed, and commiſſioners nominated, for the re- 
hief of perſons upon articles of war, Sir John applied to thoſe 


+  commiſhoners,. who were eight in number, and after more 


than ten months debate, declared, that he was within the 
articles of the capitulation of Exeter, none of which he had 
ever violated, and, conſequently, that he was not only to be 
unmoleſted in his perſon, and to have his eſtate reſtored, but 
- ought to be moreover ſatisfied for the great loſſes which he 
ſuſtained by the ſequeſtration of his whole eſtate, Judgment 
in that caſe was not only pronounced folemnly in his favour 
the commiſſioners, but the demurrers, made by the truſtees 
for forfeited eſtates, and by the purchaſers of the lands, were 
dver- ruled. Nevertheleſs, the parliament having refumed the 
| baſineſs, reverſed the ſentence of their own court, and voted, 
that the purchaſers ſhould quietly enjoy their ſeveral. contracts. 
This ſcene of tyranny and injuſtice is ſaid to have been princi- 
| pally owing to the fallacious meaſures of a member of the 
Jouſe of Commons, who profeſſed the greateſt friendſhip for 
him. Mr. Whitlock? writes, that Sir. John refiifing to kneel 
at the bar of the Houſe of Commons, and behaving wich great 
firmneſs, was by them committed to Newgate, and ordered 
to be indicted of high treaſon. He endured; in thoſe times 
. of aMiction, long and tedious impriſonments in the Preſs- 
4 yard in Newgate, and other goals; and after in the Tower 
„ of London; and, with admirable wiſdom” and courage;

the year 1087, he commanded the Norman forces at the ſiege 
of Mante, under William the Conqueror, who there received 

the hurt of which de died n eee ee ee 
Alfter the deceaſe of that Prince, William Rufus, his ſecond, 
ſon, obtaining the crown of England, Robert, the elder, 
was obliged to content himſelf with Normandy alone, whoſe 
government being weak to the laſt degree, every ſubject ated. 
as an independent ſovereign upon his own eſtate, whereby, 
that dutchy became one continued ſcene of violence and ra- 
pine. During which unhappy ſtate, in the year 1090, Wil- 
liam, the youngeſt brother of this Aſcelin, having raviſhed a 
woman at Pacey, a town belonging to William Earl of Bre- 
tevil, Pacey, Conſtantine, and Y very, brother to the Earl of 
Hereford in England, and the ſaid Earl endeavouring tos xe- 
venge the injury, Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, then in Nor- 
mandy, took his brother under his protection, and began hoſti- 
lities againſt the Earl, by ſeizure of the caſtle of.Y very: (which 
the Duke Robert had not long before. weakly. granted to the 
ſaid Earl of Bretevil, ſo that the ſaid Aſcelin no longer, held 
it under the Duke, but under the ſaid Earl) and, to engage 
the Duke to entertain a good opinion of his. proceedings, de 
livered up to him the ſaid caſtle, which (having repented of his 
former conceſſion of it to the Earl) he earneſtly deſired to get 
into his hands again. Yet ſo imprudent (as the hiſtorian ob- 
ſeryes) was the ſaid Duke Robert, that neither reflecting, upon 
the folly of parting a ſecond time with ſo ſtrong, a place to the 
Earl, or upon the conſequences of the reſentment of Aſcelin, at 
this treatment, he ſoon after reſtored, the caſtle of Y very to the 


Earl of Bretevil, for the ſum of 1500 J. 


_ "The. ſaid, Earl thus :repolleſled, of this callle, and A 
being deprived by him of his command thereof, a long and 
terrible war in Normandy enſued. thereon. ,, For the ſaid Aſce- 
lin, © having - fortified. and garriſoned his caſtle of Breheryal, 

collecting his friends, relations, and dependants, and calling 

in to his aſſiſtance ſome. of the family of Philip King of France, 
and aſſociating with Richard de Montfort, nephew to the Earl 
of Evreux, and ſon to Almeric, who had been lately killed by 
the Earl of Bretevil, took the field with great, forces againlt

tended for his principal place of arms; placed a ſtrong garri- 
ſon therein. But Aſcelin ſuddenly gathering together a con-

3 ; The troops who formed this liege were moreover provided 
in an extraordinary manner for it I. Robert de Beleſme, a 
very expert officer, and an inveterate enemy to this Aſcelin, 
bad the principal direction, and the artillery or engines were 
the ſame which had been employed not long before at the 
ſiege of Jeruſalem, invented about that time by a famous en- 
gineer in the expedition to the Holy Land, and eſteemed the 
moſt terrible that had ever been till then uſed in war. Theſe, 
deing brought in ſervice againſt this caſtle, ruined the Walls 
and outworks of the place, deſtroyed the houſes of the inha- 
bitants, and cruelly annoyed the garriſon. Vet Aſcelin had 
put himſelf into ſuch a condition of defence, and ſuſtained his 
men with ſuch courage, that he reliſted all the attempts of the 
confederates for two whole months. And till, wearied with 
the length of the ſiege, the proſpect of its much longer cons 
tinuance, the expence of money and loſs of men before the 
place, they offered and concluded a treaty between Aſcelin and 
the Earl, whereby Aſcelin was to keep his caſtle of Breherval, 
and to remain in every reſpect as he ſtood before, this ſingle 
condition excepted in fayour of the Earl, that he ſhould be fe- 
ſtored and left quiet in poſſeſſion of the caſtle of Y very afore- 
ſaid a. Which caſtle, however, returned again, not many years 
after, to the ſaid Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, and his deſcend- 


ants, in right of his wife. 


The next mention made of this Aſcelin, is in the year 
1102”, the ſecond of King Henry I. when, after the death of 
the Earl of Bretevil, beforementioned, William de Guader, 
Rainold de Craceio, his nephews, and Euſtace, his natural 
fon (brother to Iſabella, wife to this Aſceline) each claimed his 
ſucceſſion ; but William de Guader dying ſoon after, the com- 
petitors were reduced to two, viz. Rainhold de Craceio, and 

uſtace. William Alis, Radulfus Rufus, ſon-in-law to Aſce- 
lin, and Tedbald, ſupported the latter; but Aſcelin Gouel,

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huſband, at Pacey, which caſtle, he was ſuffered to maintain 
as long as he lived, but forfeited the reſt of his eſtates; of 
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liam, one of the competitors before: mentioned. But the caſtle _ 
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and earldom of Y very were given to Aſcelin Gouel de Perceval, 


and his children , who had pretenſions to a ſhare 6f that inhe- 


jitance by bis wife Iſabella, ſiſter of Earl Euſtace, and daugh- 


ter of the late Earl of Bretevil. | 


Among the religious acts of this Aſcelin, it is recorded, 


that he joined with his father Robert in the grant to the 
monks of Utique, beforementioned; and afterwards that he 
gave all his lands in Villariis Vaſtatis, and the tythe of Mon- 
tinney, to the ſaid church, and confirmed this by his charter, 
to which his wife and ſons alſo ſigned, at his caſtle of Bretevil. 


In conſideration whereof, and from the charity of the monks, 


as it is expreſied, he received fixty ſhillings. He alſo granted 
at Helery, to the monks of St. Ebrulf, free paſſage in that 
place, and in all his, other lands ; and departed this life in the

Ilabella, his wife, was natural daughter, as before ob- 
ſerved, to William, Earl of Bretevil, Pacey, Conftantine, and 
Very, in Normandy *, brother to Roger, Earl of Hereford, 
in England; which Roger is called the King's coufin in the 
hiſtories of thoſe times, and was ſo in effect, being ſon to 
William Fitzoſbern, by the daughter of Roger de Toeny, 
Standard-bearer of Normandy ; - which William Pitzoſbern 
was the principal * adviſer of Duke William's attempt to 
conquer. England, and afterwards appointed High Steward 


and Joint Regent thereof, with Odo, Biſhop. of Baieux, the 


Conqueror's brother, having been farther rewarded. for his 
ſervices with the county of Hereford, and dominion .of the 
lle of Wight. The Lie William Fitzoſbern was ſon (by 
the daughter and - coheir of Ralf, Earl of Tvery and Baieux, 

ſon of Aſperleng, a Norman, by Sprota, widow of William 

Longeſpee, ſon of Rollo, Duke of Normandy) to Oſbernus 
Crepon, whoſe father, Herfaſtus, was a noble Dane, bro- 
ther to Gunnora, wife to Richard II. of that name, and 
za Duke of Normandy, great grandfather to William the 
Conqueror. By which Lady, Iſabella, the ſaid Aſcelin left 

ſeven ſons, viz. Robert", William x, Roger, John, and 
three more, whoſe names are not with certainty recovered, 
and a daughter, married to Radulfus Rufus, a noble Nor- 
man. Of theſe, Roger, the third, ſurnamed Balbus, or the 
Stutterer (from an impediment in his ſpeech) was Lord of 


Grandifilva in Normandy, and was in arms with the Earl 


of Pacey in Normandy, againſt King Stephen, in 1136; and 
again' engaged in like manner. againſt the ſame Prince, with

| Robert, the eldeſt ſon of Aſcelin, ſucceeded his father, 
| as Lord of Yvery, but does not appear to have borne the title 
| of Earl of that place, being poſſibly deprived thereof on ac- 


| Robert's ſiſter,) to negotiate with him, ſucceeded ſo well, that 
| he not only returned to his obedience (being the firſt who 
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going out to attack the Enemy, during the engagement that 
enſued, the King ſtormed and burnt the city; of which 
intelligence being given to the ſaid Robert, he ordered it to Þ 
be proclaimed in the heat of the fight, whereby the ſaid Eafl 4 
and his adherents were ſo diſheartened, that they immediate] | 
retreated, leaving Robert and his forces maſters of the field. : 
From that time forward till his death (which, as Orderi- 
cus obſerves, happened not long after) in the year 1120 or 
1121, he continued faithful to the King.

Wn no iſſue ©, was ſucceeded by his next brother, 
William, who joined in the ſame act of confirmation with 
This William * Gouel de Perceval, ſurnamed alſo Lupellus,

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though not ſo called in the hiſtories of that time; but he was 
lord of Wery in Normandy, and of Kary, Meſton, Stawell, 
&c,. in England; and no ſooner had obtained poſſeſſion of his 


' inheritance, than he alſo engaged in rebellion againſt the King: 


for Waleran, Earl of Mellent and Leiceſter, ungratefully me- 
ditating miſchief to his King and foſter-father, and ambitious 
to; eſſay the power of his arms, as yet untried, in order to 
ſtrengthen himſelf for that his undertaking, gave three of his 


ſiſters to the three moſt powerful perſons in caſtles, men, 'and 


money, then in Normandy, viz. to this William Gouel de 
Perceval, Hugh de Novo Caſtello, ſon of Gervaſe, and Hugh 


de Montfort; who, together with William de Rolmara, Bald- 
rie de Braio, and Pagan de Guiſortis, conſpired againſt King 


Henry I. in 1123. And having thus planned his treaſon, in 
the Eaſter following, in the night of the Annunciation of the 


bleſſed Virgin, 1123, he ſummoned the ſaid William Gouel de 
Perceval, and his other brothers-in-law, to garriſon his tower 


of Gatevill; after which they broke out in open war. 


In ͤ 1124, the ſaid Earl of Mellent, with his - aſſociates, 


venturing to take the field againſt King Henry, was by him 


defeated f at the battle of Turold, and there taken priſoner, 


with his brothers, Hugh de Novo Caſtello, and Hugh de 
Montfort, aforeſaid; but this William being likewiſe taken 
priſoner in his flight by a peaſant, he bribed him with his arms © 


to ſuffer him to eſcape; and being“ ſhaved by him in manner 


of an Eſquire, and carrying a ſtaff in his hand, reached the 


banks of the Seine, unknown in that diſguiſe, where he was 


obliged to give his ſhoes to the boatman for his paſſage over 
that river, and ſo to return barefoot home. Yet, notwithſtand- 
ing this defeat of his party, he ſtill maintained his ground, and 
continued his rebellious courſes with Almeric de Montfort and 
others, till, in the latter end of that year, he found meals to 
make his, peace with the King, providing at the ſame time for 


the ſecurity of his friends. 


This William appears to have paſſed more of his time in 
England than either his grandfather or father, and may be 
therefore more probably ſuppoſed to have been the founder 
of, or at leaſt; to have completed the caſtle of Lam, in the 
county of Somerſet, the head of his harony in England; the 
veſtiges of which caſtle may be ſtill traced upon the brow of the 
hill hanging over that town, and conſiſted, according to the firſt

In 1137, the 3d of King Stephen, the Barons of England, 
much diſcontented with that Prince i, for non- performance 
of thoſe conditions upon which they had raiſed him to the 
throne, confederated againſt him, under the command of 


Robert, Earl of Glouceſter, in favour of Maud the Empreſs, 


þ ora of King Henry II.) to which party this William (as 
Roger Hoveden, and the Geſta Regis Stephani, relate) ad- 


hered; and being then in England, manned his caſtle * of 


Kary aforeſaid ; as did alſo William, ſon of John de Harpe- 


tree, that of Harpetree, William de Moion that of Dunſter, 
many other Barons then doing the like in different parts of 
the kingdom. Which William Gouel de Perceval, and Wil- 
iam! de Harpetree, being engaged in a ſtrict friendſhip with 


the ſaid Prince Henry Plantagenet (then only Earl of Anjou) 


were above others zealous to ſeize all oecaſions for his ſervice, 


and n Stephen much embarraſſed, in the ſiege of 


Briſtol, iſſued' from their caſtles (which both lay net many 
miles diſtant in the county of Somerſet) ravaging the adjacent 
country, and carrying away all the proviſions and neceſſaries for 
the King's army in thoſe parts; whereupon the King, raiſing 
the ſiege, advanced againſt the caſtle of Kary, which, aftet 
long battery of his engines, he reduced by famine, but on 
terms to reſtore it to the ſaid William, upon aſſurance of 2 
future quiet conduct; after which he became maſter alſo of the 
caſtle of Harpetree, partly by ſurpriſe, and partly by aſſault. 
In 1152, he was again in arms, with his brother Roger

- RALPH, 2d ſon of William Gouel de Perceval, aforeſaid,

In the 24th of the ſame reign, he was ſummoned, with Roger, 


| Lord Perceval (immediate anceſtor of the preſent Earl of Egmont, 


in a direct male line) to attend the King at Newcaſtle upon 
Tyne, on the iſt of March next enſuing, at the great council 
then and there to be held, for determining how to act againſt 
the Scots, well provided with horſe and arms, to execute what 
ſhould be there reſolved, In the very next year, the 25th of 
Edward I. he received ſummons to that parliament then held 
at Saliſbury, In the 26th he was ſummoned to attend with 
horſe and arms, upon the eve of Pentecoſt, at the great council 
held at Carliſle, to repreſs the malice and diſobedience of the 
Scottiſh nation, as it is expreſſed in the record.

his goods for the health of his ſoul, whom together with John, 
his ſon, Sir Humfry Stafford, Knt. and others, he conſti- 
tuted his executors. The day of his death we cannot cer- 
tainly tell, but it happened not long after, for the probate * of 
that his teſtament bears date the 12th 6f September following.

who by the ſucceſs of that day, obtained the crown, by the title 
ef King Henry VII. In which battle King Richard being 
flain, and his army totally routed, this Viſcount Lovel made 
ſhift to eſcape with his life, and thence flying“ to St. John's, 
at Colcheſter, in Eſſex, took ſanctuary there for a while; 
but deeming that no ſafe place, privily got away to f Sir Tho- 
mas Broughton's, in Lancaſhire, and (after lying there con- 
cealed for ſome months) from thence into 5 Flanders, to Mar- 
atet, Dutcheſs of Burgundy (ſiſter to the late King Edward IV.) 
Not long after which he was ſent by that Princeſs into Ire- 
land, with * 2000 ſtout ſoldiers, under the conduct of Martin 


Swart, an eminent German commander, on behalf of Lam- 
bert Simnel (the counterfeit Duke of York.) From whence 


he came over into England with John de Pole, Earl of 
Lincoln, and all the power of that party, in hopes to de- 
throne the King; but being defeated in the * battle of Stoke, 
near Newark upon Trent, on the 16th of June, in the 3d of 
Henry VII. underwent the fate of all the chief leaders in that 
cauſe, having periſhed either in that fight, or ſoon after, 

Whereupon King Henry aſpiring after his great inheritance, 
attainted this Lord, and confiſcated his whole eſtate, inferior 
at that time to few or none in this kingdom. He died with- 
out iſſue, and all his titles, viz. that of Viſcount Lovel, with 
thoſe antient baronies of Lovel, Holland, Burnell, Dein- 
court, Gray of Rotherfield, and Fitz Alan of Bedal, became

What portion of his father's inherjtance came to his 
"ſhare, is not farther known, than that he received lands in 
Stawel, in the county of Somerſet, parcel of the lands given to 
his grandfather Aſcelin at the Conqueſt; for there is extant 
a record in the Cotton library, wherein he granted to the monks 

of Thame *, by the name of Richard de ſon of 
William Luvel, in pure and perpetual alms, one furlong of 
land in Statuell, and two plough lands and two tofts in the 
fame town, which belonged formerly to Aſcelin de Yuery, his 
grandfather, by the gift of William the Baſtard. He granted 
Jikewiſe, at the ſame time, the plough lands of Bedecombe, 
which he the ſaid Richard had received from William de 
Moion , in marriage with his daughter; to which deed aſſented 
Robert Hamelin, and Richard his ſons; ee fd

In 1161, he was charged for his lands in the county of 
Somerſet, upon the ſcutage levied for the expedition to Tho- 
louſe, at the rate of two marks for each knight's fee: as like- 
wiſe, in 1168, upon the aid levied for the marriage of Maud, 
the King's eldeft daughter, to Henry, Duke of Saxony; and 
being nearly related to Richard de Clare, Earl of Striguil, ſur- 
named Strongbow (whoſe mother was Elizabeth, daughter of 
Robert, Earl of Mellent, and ſiſter to the mother of this 
Richard) accompanied him in his Iriſh expedition, Upon the 
ſcutage of Wales in 1189, he was aſſeſſed again; after which, 
in the year 1191, he was abroad with King Richard I. in the 
Holy Land, and (as Joſephus Iſcanus , Secretary to that 
Prince, who wrote a particular account of that expedition, 
relates) a principal commander in the Engliſh army there; but 
being diſabled by the loſs of his leg, in an action againſt the 
Saracens, he returned home n. In 1197, we find him, to- 
gether with Henry Luvel, aſſeſſed in the 3d and 4th ſcutage, 
at twenty ſhillings for every fee, to defray the expences of the 
Norman army; and afterwards, upon the aid in 1201, he was 
Charged again, together with Ralph, the ſon and heir of Henry 
Luvel, before- mentioned; but dying, as it is preſumed, not 
long after, was buried in the church of Weſton- in- Gordano, 
in the county of Somerſet, with the following inſcription:

Their brother, Richard de Perceval, 2d of that name, the 
2 ſon of Richard, continued the line; of whom we 


know nothing farther, than that he was with his father in the 
Holy Land; that he joined with him in the grant to the monks 
of Thame, as aforeſaid, and was buried alſo in the church of 
Weſton, where his monument ſubſiſted in the year 1692. He 
left three fans, Robert v, Hugh a, and Johns, as appears by a 
deed of the ſaid John, which will be hereafter mentioned. 
Robert de Perceval, eldeſt ſon of Richard, holding Clywere 
in the county of Somerſet, and other large eſtates of the honour 


of Glouceſter, then enjoyed by the houſe of Clare, became an 
early adventurer in Ireland, where it is preſumed that this 


family had acquired ſome property before, and in 1261 went 
over with Richard de Marleé, Stephen de Burgo *, and near 


20 men at arms, where he behaved with ſo much valour, that 


he acquired great poſſeſſions, which induced him to remain there, 
and ta reſign bis paternal eſtate, or great part thereof, in the 
county of Somerſet, to his brothers. His ſervices to the ſtate 
were ſo conſiderable, that he received ſummons, as a Baron of 


that realm, to the parliament holden at Dublin, 1285; but 

dying the ſame year, left two ſons, Richard, the 2d Baron, 
who dying without iſſue the ſame year, his brother Robert be- 

came the 3d Baron, and was a man of great conſideration in the 


county of Meath, in which he was ſeated near Portleſter, and 


is preſumed ta have built the caſtle of Norrach there. His 
name is entered in two rolls of the Barons of Ireland, and in 
1301 he received letters from K ing Edward I. requiring his 


attendance in the Scottiſh wars; and alſo other letters of cre-

vided with artillery, and did not ſurrender till Sept. 2, 16423 
which gave time to Lord Inchiquin to come yp with the Eng- 


liſh forces, the very next day when the two armies engaged

under the walls of that ca and the Iriſh' received a me- 
morable defeat; and the latter (by its natural fituation deemed 
impregnable) reſiſted an army of 5co0 men for ſeveral days, 
who, after loſing 300 of their beſt troops, took it at laſt by 
treachery, on Feb. 12, 1646; in which year Sir Philip loſt all 
his ſtrong, holds, and above half his eſtate in Munſter. By 
maintaining theſe garriſons, . and by this generous. conduct, he 


became a principal means of that kingdom's preſervation; for 
when the confederate Catholics of the counties of Kilkenny 


and Tipperary firſt aſſembled, under the command of the 
Lords Mountgarret, Ikerin, Dunboyne, Brittas, and Caſtle- 
connel, and advanced into the county of Cork (in the begin- 
ning of the year 1642) with a formidable army, as far as the 
mountains of Ballyhowra, being there obſtructed by the diffi- 
eulties they met with from his garriſons, and afterwards by 


their own diviſions, their meaſures were utterly. broken, and

Which however had not the deſired effect; for to this freſh al- 


tack he made a gallant defence, in two excellent ſpeeches, 
manifeſting his innocence, and ſhewing his great loſſes by the 
rebellion; the proof of which, joined to the general tenor of 
his conduct, clearing him from all. reaſonable imputation of 
being a favorer of that cauſe, the accuſation was, with great 
honour to him, diſmiſſed, and he maintained his ſeaat. 
Son after this, the army faction finding it time to throw 
off the maſk, impeached Mr. Hollis, Sir Philip Stapleton, and 
ſeveral other leading members, who obſtructed their meaſures, 
whereupon they - withdrew; but a brave remnant. of that 
- Houſe, not intimidated by theſe. violent meaſures, perſevered 
in giving ſuch obſtructions to their deſigns, that they were 
obliged to advance the army by ſpeedy marches towards Lon- 
don, to force them to a concurrence. In which time of im- 
minent danger, when the city of London and the parliament 
expected daily to be ſacked, Sir Philip Perceval perſeyered in 

his honeſt oppoſition, and, ſtanding at the head of the few 
reſolute remaining members, was chairman of thoſe. commit- 


tees which were appointed to manage the defence of the city)

which time, though ſtanding in theſe perilous circumſtances, 


and that the Independents were then abſolute maſters of the 
parliament, he had the courage to deliver to the Houſe a ſtrong 
remonſtrance from Lord Inchiquin's army, againſt their mea- 
ſures, But this was the laſt public action of his life; for, 


overborne by the increaſing malice of that party, and worn

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HIS noble family, derived from a ſeries of illuſtrious 

anceſtors, was poſſeſſed of Lochow, in Argyllſhire, ac- 
cording to the traditional accounts of the Bards and Sanachies, 
as early as the time of King Fergus II. who reſtored the mo- 
narchy of Scotland, A. D. 404. The firſt appellation they 
' uſed was O-Dwbin, aſſumed from Diarmed O-Dwbin, one of 
their anceſtors, a brave and warlike man, and in the Iriſh 
language his deſcendants are called to this time, Scol Diarmed, 
that is, the poſterity and offspring of Diarmed. From this 

Diarmed O-Dwbin the Bards have recorded a long ſeries of the 
Barons of Lochow, whoſe actions they tell us were very re- 

nowned both for conduct and valou rz. 
Paul O-Dwbin, Lord ef Lochow, called Paul in Spuran, 
ſo denominated from his being the King's Treaſurer, having no 
male iſſue, his eſtate went to his daughter EVA who married 
Gil Es ICE O-Dwbin, a relation of her own, who changed the 
name firſt from O-Dwbin to Campbell, to preſerve and perpe- 
tuate the memory of a noble and heroic piece of ſervice perform- 
ed by him to the crown of France, in the reign of King Mal- 
colm Canmore. By this Lady he left a fon, Dux c Ax, who was 
Lord of Lochow, and was the father of CoLin, and he again 
of ARCHIBALD, Called GILESPICE, who was living A. D. 1215, 
and by his wife, Finetta, daughter of John Frazer, Lord of 
T wedale, had a fon, DUnCan, Baron of Lochow. 

This laſt mentioned Duncan was the father of another G11s- 
SPICK Campbell, Knt. Lord of Lochow, who married a daugh- 
ter of William de Somerville, Baron of Carnwath, and had a 
fon and heir, Sir CoLin Moor, called Dominus Colinus Campbell, 
Miles filius quondam Domini Gileaſpick Campbell, who acquired 
from Sir William Lindſay, Knt. the lands of Symontoun, in 
Airſhire ; the reddendo of which he made over to the Monks of 
Newbottle, Die Martis in craſtino beati Clementis Martyris & 
Pontificis, Anno 1293. I find he was alſo one of the great men 
who were ſummoned. to Berwick on the part .of Robert de 
Bruce, in the competition with John de Baliol for the crown, 
on the demiſe of Queen Margaret. 

The particular hiſtory of the family of Argyll repreſents this 
Sir Colin Moor to have been a very renowned and warlike

and of redeeming his country from its ſubjection to a foreign 
* power, than Sir Neil Campbell was among the earlieſt patriots 
who firſt reſorted to him, owned his title, and gave ſo many 
proofs of his zeal and merit, for the liberty and honour of his 
country; and of his loyalty to that heroic Prince, that he was 
thought moſt worthy, and pitched on to command a party of

His Grace was ſo fully convinced of the great mutual advan- 
tages which muſt ariſe from an union between the two king- 
doms, that, notwithſtanding the great oppoſition and ſtrong 
proteſts made againſt it, an act was paſſed in the parliament of 
Scotland for a treaty with England, which proved the baſis of 


that union which ſoon after took effect. | 


On Sept. 21, his Grace having given the royal aſſent to the 
acts that were ready, (one of which was the act for a treaty of 
union with England) the parliament adjourned to the 20th of 
December; and on his arrival at court, her Majeſty was ſo well 
ſatisfied with his conduct and ſervices, that ſhe created him a 
Peer of England, by the title of Baron of Chatham, and Earl 
of Greenwich. And on Dec. 3, his Grace was introduced 
into the Houſe of Peers between the Earl of Rivers and the Earl. 
of Kingſton, his Grace the Duke of Northumberland officiating 


as Lord Great Chamberlain. | 


In 1706, his Grace made the campaign under the Duke of 
Marlborough, and diſtinguiſhed himſelf in the battle of Ra- 
mellies, at the ſiege of Oftend, and on the attack of Menin, 
a town that was a key to the French conqueſts in the Nether- 
lands, whereof he took poſſeſſion.

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In 170%, the neceſſity of ſecuring the conqueſts made in the 
ceding year, hindered the extending them. But in 1708, 
at the battle of Oudenard, his Grace, with twenty batallions 
under his command, were the firſt of the infantry that engaged 
the enemy, and maintained their poft againſt inequality of 
numbers.

On his return to England, he was, on Feb, 3, ſworn of the 
Privy-Council, after the union of the two kingdoms ; and in 
the campaign of 1700, having been declared Lieutenant-General 
of her Majeſty's forces, he commanded in chief under General 
Schuylemberg, at his attack of the city and citadel of Tournay; 
and had a great ſhare in the victory at Blaregnies, where he was 
much expoſed, but came off unhurt, with great honour, | 
On December 22, 1710, his Grace was inftalled a Kinght of 
the moſt noble order of the Garter, with his late Majeſty, by his 
proxy, and the late Duke of Devonſhire. And in January | 
following, was declared Ambaſſador Extraordinary and Pleni- 
entiary to King Charles III. alſo Captain-General and 
Commander in Chief of all her Majeſty's forces in Spain, and 
Governor of the iſland of Minorca. Our affairs in that king- 
dom were then at ſo low an ebb, that his Grace's friends were 
concerned at his accepting thoſe employments, being ſenſible 
how difficult it would be for him to gain ground there: but 
he acquieſced in the Queen's pleaſure, and ſome time after ſet 
out for Holland, in his way to Barcelona.

and left Florence in February, 1711-12, coming by the Hague,

Soon after his arrival, her Majeſty was ſo well ſatisfied with 
his Grace's ſervices, that, in June, 1712, ſhe conſtituted him 
General and Commander in Chief of all the land forces in Scot- 
land, and Captain of the company of foot in Edinburgh caſtle.

thoſe under his command ; and on Nov. 12, defeated them in 


a pitched battle at Dumblain, and prevented their paſſing the 
river Forth, though he had only one thoufand dragoons, and 
two thouſand five hundred foot,, and the rebels were com- 
puted at nine thouſand men.

In 1675, the Privy Council, for the better preſerving of the 


public peace, baving garriſoned ſome old caſtles, and ſeveral _ 


gentlemen's houſes, which lay moſt convenient for the forces, 
thought fit, amongſt others, to. ſettle a garriſon at the houſe of 
Blanſe, in the Merſe: though this was thought a very illegal 
ſtep, yet the matter did not reſt there, for the Privy Council 
required the countries about to furniſh thoſe garriſons with all 
things neceſſary. This Sir Patrick Hume, who had always 
been a patron of Liberty, could not away with, eſpecially, 


ſince it was againſt the expreſs words of the law that ſettled the 
militia, It was againſt the i!legality of this way of procedure 


he was ſent from the ſhire of Berwick, to endeavour to obtain 
a legal remedy, by offering a bill of ſuſpenſion to one of the 
ordinary Lords : and this piece of juſtice being denied him z 
upon the Lord Collington's refuſal, he uſed a legal proteſtation 
in the ordinary form of law, by taking inſtruments, that he had 
offered it 2. For this inſolence, as it was called, he was 


brought before the Council, who declared him incapable of 


public truſt, and then threw him firſt into the Tolbooth of

With them he often met, and had many conferences upon the 


affairs of Scotland, and what might be done there to ſecure the 
kingdom from popery and arbitrary power in the event of 


a popiſh ſucceſſor to the throne : But (as he often proteſted) 


there never paſted among them the leaſt intimation of any deſign 
againſt the King's Life, or the Duke of York's : this was what 
they all had-an abhorrence of: but he ſaid, he thought it was 
lawful for ſubjects being under ſuch preſſures, to try how they 
might be relieved from them, and their deſign never went 
- further. | | 


Upon the breaking out of the Rye-houſe plot, Sir Patrick, 


thinking he might be in danger, went out of the way, and got 


beyond fea. He lived ſome time at Geneva, from whence he 


removed to Holland, where he waited upon the Prince of 
Orange, who looking on Sir Patrick as a confeſſor for the 
proteſtant religion, and the liberties of his country, treated him 
with a very particular reſpect. Here he ſojourned till the death 
of King Charles II. . 


Upon King James's coming to the crown, Sir Patrick, who 
had always with more than ordinary zeal, ſhewn himſelf againſt 


a popith ſucceſſor, joined with the Earl of Argyll, and came 


over to England with him in the year 1685 ; but that event

When the government was diſſolved, upon King James's 
withdrawing into France, Sir Patrick was one of the moſt 
leading and forward of any gentleman in the kingdom in pro- 
curing an addreſs from Scotland to the Prince, that he would 
take upon him the adminiſtration of affairs, till a convention 
of the eſtates ſhould meet to ſettle the nation. 1 
He was choſen a Member to the Convention, which met at 
Edinburgh, 14 March 1689, wherein he was very inſtrumental 
in bringing about the revolution, and the ſettlement of the 
crown upon their Royal Highnefles the Prince and Princeſs of 
Orange, according to the claim of right. Soon after this, 
when their Majeſties King William and Queen Mary came to 
conſtitute a new Privy Gounctt; he was named one of that 
number ©, and appointed one of the Commiſſioners to treat of 
an union betwixt the two nations : but that matter being dropt, 
he was ſoon after, by their Majeſties ſpecial favour, raiſed to be 
a Peer of the Realm of Scotland, by the title of Lord Polwarth, 
of Polwarth, by letters patent bearing date the 26th of December, 
1690 4.

And in the ſame patent of creation, the King aſſigned to his 
Lordſhip an Orange, proper, enſigned with an Imperial crown, 
to be placed in the ſurtout of his Coat of Arms, in all time 
coming, as a laſting mark of his Majeſty's royal favour to the 
family of Polwarth, and in commemoration of his Lordſhip's 
great affection to his ſaid Majeſty, a warrant being directed to 
the Lord Lyon (ſuperior King of Arms in Scotland) for that 
effect : and that his Lordſhip might have the more intereſt in 
his own country, and appear the more conſiderable there, their 
Majeſties were pleaſed to conſtitute him Sheriff principal of 
Berwickſhire, on the 2d of October, 1692. And in 1693, his 
Lordſhip was named one of the four Extraordinary Lords of 
the Seſſion, at which Board he accordingly took his place on 
the 28 of November*. But theſe employments being moſtly 
Honorary, that his Lordſhip might the more effectually partake. 
of the royal bounty, his Majeſty preferred him to be Lord 
High Chancellor of Scotland, on 2d of May, 1696 /; and the 
" title of a Baron, being thought too low a degree of honour for 
that high office, before his Lordſhip had continued one whole 
ear therein, his Majeſty advanced him to the dignity of an 
Earl, by the ſtiles and titles of Earl of Marchmont, Viſcount 
of Blaſſonberry, Lord Polwarth, of Polwarth, Redbrays and 
 Greenlaw, by letters patent, bearing date the 23d of April, 
16975; and ſoon after, his Lordſhip was named one of the 
Commiſſioners, both of the Treaſury and Admiralty.

The Poder, a Spaniſh ſhip of 60 guns, had obliged the 


Princeſſa and Somerſet, to quit the line; which being per- 
ceived by Captain Hawke, he gallantly bore down upon her 


till within piſtol ſhot, when pouring his whole broadſide into 


her, he killed twenty-ſeven of her men, and diſmounted ſeven -

But becauſe Captain Hawke broke the line of battle 
without orders, he loſt his commiſſion for his bravery, and was 
again reſtored to his rank by his Majeſty, 
On July 15, 1747, he was appointed Rear Admiral of the 
White, and being appointed to the command of a ſquadron, 
ordered upon a cruize to intercept a large fleet of French mer- 


chantmen, bound to the Weſt-Indies, under a ſtrong convoy, 


failed from Plymouth on Auguſt q, following, and had ſight of 


the French fleet on October 14, and an engagement ſoon fol- 
lowed, of which the following account was publiſhed in 


The London GAZETTE Extraordinary.

The Lords Commiſſioners of the Admiralty having received informa- 
tion, that a very large fleet of merchant ſhips, bound from the 
ports of France to the Weſt-Indies, were collected together at 
the ifle d' Aix, and that a ſtrong ſquadron of ſhips of war 
had ſailed from Breſt 10 eſcort them, they ſent to ſea Rear- 
Admiral Hawke, with a ſquadron of his Majeſty's ſhips, te 
" endeavour to intercept them. The French fleet put to ſea from the 
ie d Aix on the 7th inſtant, O. S. and came to an anchor that 
day in Rochelle road, and the next day they ſailed from thence 


on their voyage. On the 14th Rear-Admiral Hawke fell in 


_ with them, and writes the following account. 


OCTOBER 14, at ſeven in the morning, being in 


lat. 47* 49 N. and long. from Cape Finiſterre 1 W. the 
Edinburgh made the ſignal for ſeven fail in the S. E. quarter, 
I immediately made the ſignal for all the fleet to chaſe.

In paſſing on to the firſt ſhip we could get near, we received 


many fires at a diſtance, till we came cloſe. to the Severne of 


50 guns, whom we ſoon filenced, and left to be taken up by 


way with all the ſail they could ſet, while their ſhips of war 


the frigates a-ſtern, Then perceiving the Eagle and Edinburgh, 


who had loſt her foretop maſt, engaged, we kept our wind 


as cloſe as poſſible, in order to affilt them, This attempt of 


ours was fruſtrated by the Eagle's falling twice on board us, 


having had her wheel ſhot to pieces, and all the men at it 
killed, and all her braces and bowlings gone, This drove us 


to leeward, and prevented our attacking Le Monargue of 74, 


and the Tennant of 80 guns, within any diſtance to do execu- 


tion. However we attempted both, eſpecially the latter: 


while we were engaged with her, the breechings of all our 


lower deck guns broke, and the guns flew fore and aft, which 


obliged us to ſhoot a- head, for our upper and quarter deck 
guns could not reach her. Capt. Harland in the Tilbury, ob- 
ſerving that ſhe fired ſingle guns at us, in order to diſmaſt us, 
ſtood on the other tack between her and the Devonſbire, and 


gave her a very ſmart fire. By the time the new breechings ' 


were all ſeized, I was got almoſt along fide the Trident of 
64 guns, whom I engaged as ſoon as poſſible, and ſilenced by 


as briſk a fire as I could make. - Juſt before I attacked her, 
obſerving. the Kent, which ſeemed to have little or no damage, 


at ſome diſtance a-ſtern of the Tonant, I flung out Capt. Fox's 
pendant to make . ſail a-head to engage her, as I Taw it was 


in his power to get cloſe up with her, ſhe being ſomewhat

not long purſue their courle in ſafety, for Sir Edward Hawke 


receiving intelligence of their being ſailed, immediately went in

In attacking a flying enemy, it was impoſſible in the ſpace 


of a ſhort winter's day, that all our ſhips ſhould be able to get 
into action, or all thoſe of the enemy brought to it. The 


commanders and companies of ſuch as did come up. with the 
rear of the French, on the 20th, behaved with the greateſt in- 
trepidity, and gave the ſtrongeſt proofs of a true Britiſb ſpirit. 


In the ſame manner, I am ſatisfied, would thoſe have acquitted _ 


themſelves, whoſe bad going ſhips, or the diſtance they were at 
in the morning, prevented from getting up. Our loſs by the 


enemy is not conſiderable ; for in the ſhips which are now with 


me, 1 find only one Lieutenant, and 39 ſeamen and marines 
killed, and about 202 wounded, When I conſidered the ſeaſon 
of the year, the hard gales on the day of action, a flying 
enemy, the ſhortneſs of the day, and the coaſt we are on, 
can boldly affirm, that all that could poſſibly be done, has 


been done, As to the loſs we have ſuſtained, let it be placed 


to the account of the neceflity I was under of running all riſks 
to break this ſtrong force of the enemy : had we had but twa 
hours more day-light, the whole had been totally deſtroyed, or

Sir Edward was on April 22, 1761, unanimouſly elected one 


of the elder Brethren of the Trinity Houſe, and was the ſame

place, or that David King of Scotland ſhould raiſe the ſiege by 
a battle. And at this juncture of the Lord Darcy's arrival, the 
Scots having muſtered a conſiderable army, retolved. to force 
King Edward to retire ; whereupon the memorable battle of 
Hallidown near Berwick enſued ; wherein the Scots are ſaid to 
have loſt 8 Earls, go Knights, 400 Eſquires, and 35000 com- 
mon ſoldiers, according to our hiſtorians z but their own wri- 
ters mentions only 14000 to be ſlain, In this engagement, the 
Lord John Darcy, with his Iriſh troops on the one fide, made 
a great ſlaughter ; while the King with a choice brigade of men, 
of arms, and archers on horſeback, ſo encompaſſed them on 
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the other ſide, that very few could eſcape, except thoſe who | 


firſt of all began the flight. 


On this victory King Edward entered into Berwick with great 
ſolemnity, and advanced Edward Baliol to the crown of Scot- 
land; and then the Lord John Darcy, as is obſerved, having 


obtained much honour in this war, returned now with all his 


forces to his province of Ireland, where all along he exerciſed 


much wiſdom and integrity in that his government; and upon 
his return, preſently delivered Walter Bermingham, Primate of 


Armagh, out of the caſtle of Dublin. | | 
In 9 Edw. III. continuing ſtill Juſtice of Ireland, he again 
ſailed into Scotland, with fix and thirty ſhips, the chief of the 
Iriſh nobles accompanying him ; and having waſted the iſles 


of Arran and Bute, returned with great prey and glory. For
